GOVERNMENT HERE 


WARNING that not everyone 
A was content with the position 

in which the people can 
choose their own rulers was given by 
the Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health, Mr. Sean 
MacEntee, when he appealed for 
voluntary workers and funds to help 
in Fianna Fail’s election fightj at a 
meeting in Rathmines, Dublin, last 
night.

had corroded away the confidence of 
the people in their rulers and in 
themselves, until they felt, indeed, 
that the time was ripe for them to 
overthrow the present democratic 
State, and to substitute for it a 
system in which they and not the 
people would be masters.

““ We have not yet won this war,” 
he declared. '' We will win this 
war only as we produce and deliver 
our total American effort on the 
high seas and on the battlefront:

RUSSIANS 
ADVANCE IN

ENERAL TULENNEV’S forces,

Wedges driven into the 
German-Rumanian defence line on 
Friday provoked counter-attacks, 
which the Russians were occupied 
in repelling sd the next, twenty- 
four hours. To-day (Sunday), the 
correspondent says, it is officially 
stated that the Red Army continues 
to hold the initiative, and is push- 
in,’ forward. 
The fighting, swaying to and fro 
in some of the most difficult country 
in the’ Soviet Union, is drawing on 
large numbers of guns and ‘planes. 
Soviet bombers are systematically 
combing the terrain for 
batteries. while Red fighters main- 
tain their air ‘mastery over the whole 
peninsula. 


OREL FRONT 
Most significant news from other 
parts of the front is the report of 
fighting south of Orel, 200 odd miles 
south-west of Moscow, where the 
Red Army is still holding a big 
bulge in the German line. Soviet 
troops have captured a tactically 
important hill dominating the flat 
lains between Kursk and Orel. 
Many observers are inclined to 
regard this bulgé. together with the

Soviet reports of the last forty- 
eight hours describe numerous re- 
connaissance operations on the so- 
called Kalinin front, south of Balak- 
leya, on the Middle Donetz and on 
tha north-west front, below Lake 
Iimer.

St. Columba’s College 
Centenary 


On April 26th, 1843, St. Columba’s 
ep was opened with six boys 
and five: masters, said the Rev. C. 
W. Sowby, M.A., Warden of the 
College, preaching in the College 
Chapel, Rathfarnham, last night, at 
a special Service of. Thanksgiving in 
commemoration of the founding of 
the College. The subject of his 
address was ‘‘ Christian Ideals of 
the Founders.”’ 

St.. Columba’s College was the 
first of a number of schools founded 
as a result of the Oxford Movement. 
Its founder, William Sewell, had 
always dreamed of an ideal public 
school, where a number of cultured 
men could live a life like that of a 
university. Education was not to be 
regarded as a means of making 
money, but a work of Christian 
duty and love. The public school 
should. be small and the discipline 
like that of a family, based not on 
fear of punishment, but on mutual 
respect and consideration. The 

oung people were to be surrounded 

y beauty, dignity and calm in it, 
and: from the school Old Columbans 
should be able to take their place 
in the nations. of the world. These 
were the founder’s aims, said Mr.

Majesty’s Government in the United 
Kingdom in the vigorous prosecution 
of the war. The critical times 
through which we are passing 
demand of us all unflagging zeal, 
self-sacrifice and that personal devo- 
tion to duty which alone can carry 
us forward to victory.” 


M.P.’S CRITICISM 


Mr. Jack Beattie, M.P., told a

United States Corps, 
in co-operation with French troops, 
captured over 600 prisoners and made 
some advances.

The 
French forces, with the First Army, 
carried out a successful attack on 
a hill, and a subsequent enemy 
counter-attack was driven off. -In 
the south the 8th Army successfully 
repulsed an enemy attack on new 
positions north of Enfidaville.’’

AMERICAN GAINS 


Most of the fighting has been con- 
centrated on the American front in 
the north, where the United States 
forces have made a number of gains, 
and Mateur is now under constant 
shell fire. 

American troops, after grim hand- 
to-hand struggles on the flinty 
slopes of Jebel Tahent, have now a 
firm grip of the 800-foot high rock

Daughter’s Evidence 
in Kerry Trial 


In the ,Central Criminal Court 
Dublin, on. Saturday, 19 years old 
Kathleen Flynn said: “My mother 
did everything in her power to make 
our home happy and comfortable. 
As a mother she wag everything 
that I could have desired.” (Cgm- 
mencing her evidence- on Fray, 
she had outlined events leading up 
to and’ following the morning of 
November 16, when her father, 
Timothy Flynn, is alleged to have 
murdered her mother. 

In her evidence Kathleen said that 
allegations of drinking and spending 
money foolishly, levelled be her 
father against her mother prior to 
her death, were groundless. When 
her father got into one of his violent 
tempers he used ‘‘ shout and jump 
around,” and, so far as she could 
see, he had no reason for getting 
into these tempers. 

Some time before November 16 he 
appeared to get very religious, 
joined the Third Order in Killarney 
and devoted considerable time to the 
reading of prayer books and the 
Bible History. But while he would 
be reading these books she noticed 
that very frequently he would be 
secrelly watching her mother. For 
some years prior to this, her parents 
had not been on speaking terms, 
and whenever they, wished to com- 
municate anything to each other 
they did it either through witness, 
her brother or her sister. 

The further hearing was adjourned 
until to-day.

We have much respect 
for Mr. MacEntee, although thare 
have been many occasions on 
which we: disagreed with him, 
particularly since he became 
Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health. He is a con- 
scientious ‘and hard-working 
Minister with an independent 
mind, whose public speeches, if at 
times provocative, generally give 
proof of: a sane “and intelligent 
outlook, We are disappointed, 
therefore, that Mr. Mackntee's 
arguments in favour of the hola- 
ing of an eléction should be so 
| flimsy. There are certain peopic, 
he declared, who do not want a 
general election ; and the reasuil 
for their attitude is that they uo 
not want a strong Government in 
this country. We are among those 
people who do not want an elec- 
tion to be held; but our reasons 
are precisely the opposits to those 
which the Minister imputes to 

This country’s greatest need 
at the moment is a strong and 
resolute Government. The present 
Administration has many short: 
comings. It has grown old, as 
Governments go; and stands in 
soré need of some new blood; 


with a working majority in Par- 
liament. We believe, pace Mr. 
MacEntee, that the result of the 
general election will be inconclu- 
sive. We fear that no party will 
have a sufficiently large majority 
to form the strong Government 
which the Minister, in common 
with ourselves, desires; and we 
are convinced that Mr. de 
Valera’s stubborn refusal to face 
these facts will prove to be ox- 
tremely costly not only for his 
own party, but also for the 
country at large. The Taoiseach 
is an astute politician; but he is 
living in the past, and does not 
seem to realise the changes that 
have been taking place in Ireland 
during recent years. Does he 
realise, for example, that for the 
first time people will be voting 
at this election who were not born 
when the Anglo-Irish Treaty was 
signed, and to whom the “‘ivil War 
is almost as remote as the Boer 
War? The new voters have a new 
outlook on national affairs. They 
havo to interest in party feuds, 
and cannot understand why 
political unity should be pos- 
sible in other countries, but, 
. | apparently, impossible in this 
small State. 3 

We do not suggest that Mr. de 
Valera is solely to blame for this 
anomalous condition of -ffairs. 
The leaders of Fine Gael are 
equally obtuse; and we believe 
that their party, too, will learn 
its lesson at the polls. This war 
has taught the people of Ireland 
to think in terms of realities. 
while their political leaders con- 
tinue to think in terms of their 
own party differences. We have 
no particular love for Fianns 
Fail; but in existing circum- 
stances we should prefer to have 
a reasonably strong administra- 
tion, based on Mr. de Valera’s 
parliamentary majority, than the 
kind of hotch-potch coalition that 
may be forced upon him in the 
event of an inconclusive poll. 
The ideal solution, of course, 
would be a “ National ” Govern. 
}ment by consent--a_ coalition 
formed without a general election 
on the Taoiseach’s initiative, 
and without any threat. of party 
blackmail. Mr. William Dwyer, 
of Cork, said at Sligo yesterday 
that Fine Gael’s promise to form 
a “ National ” Government if it 
should be returned to power was 
the best news that the people of 
Ireland had had for twenty 
years. We agree with him 
t| heartily; but. it would be 
far better news if the first 
move should be made by Mr. de 
Valera, and if it should be made 
here and now. The most impor- 
tant problem that must be tackled 
by the. next Government will be 
the problem of supplies. Mr. 
MacEntee said that no amount cf 
“coaxing or soft soap’’ would 
persuade the British and 
Americans to give us supplies 
which they needed for themselves ; 
but intelligent Governments do not 
do business on the basis of 
| “coaxing or soft soap.” They 
negotiate . on the basis of mutual 
interests. This country is not 
without. bargaining power in the 
matter of supplies; but, so far as 
we know, no Trish Minister has 
crossed the Irish Sea since the 
‘beginning of the war in order to 
exercise that power. Would not a 
“ National” Government be in a 
better - position to negotiate a 
1 | strictly business deal with Great. 
Britain. than a Government.

These, we believe, are facts 
‘beyond serious dispute. What, 
then, is the Corporation's proposed 
remedy?: Incredible as it may. 
appear, it is to transfer the 
market to the opposite side of the 
Circular road, and to construct a 
new abattoir right in the heart of 
a residential area, where colonies 
of new dwellings recently have 
been built, where plans are ready 
for further building development, 
and where new demands soon will 
arise for additional traffic facili- 
ties. What reasons—it becomes 
necessary toinquire—arte advanced

"THE PAINTER’S 
VISION ** 


Before the artist paints his pic- 
ture he must have a vision in his 
mind’s eye, and the vision in his 
mind’s eye is different from the 
vision in his physical eye. | That 
introductory explanation of the title, 
“The. Painter’s Vision,” was given 
by Mr. Eric Newton, in his lecture 
before the Friends of the National 
Collections of Ireland in the Physics 
Theatre, University College, Earls- 
fort terracé, Dublin, last Saturday 
afternooa. 

Mr. Newton told his audience 
about the gradual development o 
painting throughout the ages. When 
the 20th century came in there was 
a break, For six hundred years 
the artist had been studying the 
visible world and concentrating his 
vision on it; in the 20th century he 
no longer did so. All kinds of new 
methods were taking ‘place, and, in 
England, at any rate, these new 
movements were being stimulated 
by the impact of war. The artist's

end with Rembrandt, but still was 
developing to-day.

LATE BISHOP OF 
KILLALOE. 


At Evensong in Christ Church 
Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday, the 
Dean referred to the death of the 
Right Rev. Henry Edmond Patton, 
Bishop of Killaloe, Kilfenora, Clon- 
fert and Kilmacduagh, who had 
been consecrated for his holy office in 
Christ Church Cathedral, The Dean 
said that he had enjoyed the friend- 
ship of Bishop Patton since their 
re days. They were together in 
the Divinity School of Dublin Uni- 
versity, and the Bishop had auc- 
ceeded him as Auditor of the College 
Theological Society. His literary cifts 
were éven then notable, and he ha 
been one of the best auditors in the 
history of the Society. Educated in 
St. Columba’s College, he had in 
his schooldays concentrated on the 
study of Knglish, and had acquired 
a style that he put to advantage not 
only in his sermons, but in his work 
as Editor of thé Church of Ireland 
Gazette, and in the books he hed 
written on Church history. 

The Dean, however, said that he 
wished now to speak of the Bishop 
as a man rather than as a writer, and 
as a minister of God’s Word and: 
Sacraments rather than as an his- 
torian. He had a charm of per- 
sonality that attracted all who came 
into contact with him. For many 
sf year Henry Patton never seemed 

grow a day older, and retained 
the outhful appearance and boyish 
te ge tness of bearing which made 
him at home with the young as well 
as with his older friends. He was 4 
man of wide sympathies. He saw 
good wherever it was to be found, 
and never allowed personal or pro- 
fessional antipathies to lessen his ap- 
reciation of it. He was fearless in 
pis ad advocacy of what he considered 
wisest and best. He appreciated those 
who like himself had the courage of 
their views, and respected their 
mR though different to his 
He was ‘‘clothed with 
humility,” * which coloured all his re-

Honour Among—? 


As I was sitting in the train 
from Belfast at Portadown station, 
1 saw two women, with 4 small 
boy, get into the corridor of the 
carriage. When the train started 
to move they pushed open the door 
of my compartment, handed the 
small boy an assortment of smail 
parcels from their capacious bags. 
and instructed him to “" stick them 
in under the ‘genttleman.”’ 

I was so startled that 1 could only 
stare while the boy, under ‘the eye 
of the women, carefully dumped his 
packages under the seat, behind the 
feet of every occupant of the com- 
partment. ‘Then they moved on to 
the next compartment, and so on up 
the vatriage, 

When the train came to Goragh- 
wood, . the Customs inspectors 
examined all our bags, but failed to 
look under the seat. As soon as the 
train restarted the women came 
back, dug out their property, and 
stood in the corridor until they 
were able to unload at Dundalk. 

They relied to a striking extent 
upon the honesty of thei fellow- 
passengers~and also, 1 suppose, 
upon their dishonesty. I know that 
when the Customs men came to the 
compartment we all looked at one 
another uncomfortably; but 1 am 
ashamed to say that the instinct for 
non-co-operation with the law was 
so strong that none of us ventured 
to report the audacious t«mugglers. 


Irish Admirals. 


When I read of the recent wedding 
of the Admiral of erie sr 
Mafhuess of Donegalli—I wondered 
what had become of the other Irish 
Admirals. Apparently the title, 
which was held by the Lord Mayor 
of Dublin in respect of the Liffey, 
and the Lord Mayor of Cork, whose 
dominion was the Lee, have fallen 
into disuse. 

In the days of Elizabeth the Mayor 
of Galway also held the title of 
Admiral. The Royal Warrant issued 
to him appointed the Mayor to be 
Admiral of Galway and the “Islands 
of Aran.’ The rane Tí. was 
later confirmed by Charles II, but 
James II, for some unknown reason, 
revoked it 

In the cases of Cork and Dublin, 
however, the title does not appear 
to have been revoked—merely for- 
gotten.
